New England like August 
the Cape Mardi Gras Rio the 
best time for visiting. Choosing 
pumpkins and stocking maple 
syrup are great pleasures, but the chief 
reason for exploring this region 
autumn the foliage. 

The show colors their peak the 
foremost attraction. Those weekly foliage 
broadcasts radio and television are 
usually compiled through network 
telephone reports from people stationed 
fire lookouts. Some intrepid news 
services even call gas stations throughout 
New England for first-hand assessments. 
Generally, though, you can follow this 
guideline: foliage peaks the Canadian 
border between September and 
October the White Mountain 
latitude between October and 10; and 
the hill country southern New 
Hampshire between October and 
before descending through the 
Merrimack Valley into Massachusetts. 
you New Hampshire the weekend 
its peak but colors will well their 
way. 

standard formula that the peak 
season moves down 100 miles each week, 
you can begin calculating your day 
trips soon you start hearing the 
border reports. given location, 
usually takes six weeks for the leaves 
turn and fall, skipping the peak 
weekend doesn’t mean you'll miss the 
entire show. Indeed, sheltered 
southern slopes, trees may keep their 
leaves even until the end October. 

Southern New Hampshire the best 
target for one-day foliage drive from 
Boston, and there are basically two ways 
setting out. You can pick destination, 
drive there, gather information and 
dawdle back; you can meander along 
aimlessly until you get tired and then 
head home major road. Either way, 
when you start out, remember will take 
patient. Head for the major highways: 


stop the car gather fallen leaves until 
you reach side roads. 

First, before set out our 
excursion, word autumn leaves. 
Despite their loveliness, fall colors are 
purely incidental the life trees. The 
same chemical reaction that causes leaves 
snap off the branch also causes them 
change color. corky layer cells forms 
the base the leaf, cutting off the flow 
fresh sap. turn, leaf pigments are 
gradually destroyed, with chlorophyll 
the dominant green pigment that changes 
carbon dioxide and water into food sugar 
for the tree disappearing first. When 
the chlorophyll absent, the remaining 
red, yellow and purple pigments that 
find beautiful can seen more clearly. 
The amount and type pigment each 
species determine what colors the leaves 
will turn. Some trees, such black 
walnut and butternut, drop their leaves 
fast they don’t have time turn color. 
Others, such oak and beech, keep their 
leaves after the chlorophyll has 
disappeared and the leaves have turned 
brown, because the corky layer that 
causes them fall does not form until the 
tree older. When they fall, oak and 
beech leaves remain brown because the 
presence tannin, indestructible 
pigment. 

There constant autumnal debate 
about which tree turns the most brilliant 
colors. Some maintain that the loveliest 
hues appear non-native trees planted 
New England ornamentals. They

become yellow red-purple; oak, elm, 
hickory and sycamore turn brown; beech 
leaves turn brown and are streaked with. 
yellow along the veins. 


spot and fanning out 
from there good way see the foliage 
New Hampshire, because that way you 
can get local maps and reliable tips from 
denizens. Regional and state brochures 
describe the special features the 
southern hill country and list local events 
fairs, auctions, bazaars and square- and 
contradancing. (The latter, the way, 
are the American folk dances you should 
remember from junior high school: 
square-dancing, partners are arranged 
square; contradancing, partners face 
eath other ljne). 

Opting aim for central destination 
rather than meander about unguided, 
decided ferret out adventure using 
Keene our information hub for the 
southern hill country. headed out 
Rte. Massachusetts, taking Rte. 
north Keene pick maps about 
sights the area.

Rte. north, 
however, deceptively ordinary even 
though generally pointed out 
foliage maps.

While Keene itself not all that 
interesting, the surrounding areas are 


classic New England countryside. Within 
ten-mile radius the town, off Rte. 
the Swanzeys, are five covered bridges, 
but you will have stop local 
chamber commerce state 
information center get map 
indicating their general locations. Every 
covered bridge New England 
carefully charted and protected. 
However, since covered-bridge hunting 
one the most popular pasttimes New 
England, there never more than one 
small marker pointing the way. You will 
definitely making U-turns, retracing 
steps, and, like not, seeing lot 
countryside. Finding three out the five 
Swanzey bridges considered very good 
work. Since local residents are 
accustomed tourists’ driving back and 
forth front their houses and 
stopping ask questions, the Swanzey 
area has also become center for antique 
and yard sales. 

When through with bridges, 
you may want head farther north, back 
through Keene Route Gilsum. 
Rte. north Keene one the most 
beautiful roads New Hampshire, 
curving does out town right next 
small waterfall.

Gilsum brags 
having the steepest topography any 
town the southern part the Granite 
State and, with inactive mines the 
area, magnet for rockhounds. 
Gilsum, mining longer matter 
squatting beside rivers with shallow pans 
tunneling hundreds feet 
unventilated caverns; for the amateur 
rockhound, it’s chipping away exposed 
veins feldspar and other crystalized 
minerals. happen have gold fever 
such degree that carry prospecting 
and goggles car, but even 
you don’t have this equipment you can 
over the mines and poke around 
the loose rocks for interesting specimens. 

The Borgad mine had been 
recommended the easiest find, 
the most productive and the most 


accessible you don’t have four-wheel 
First, you must stop town the Gem 
Village Gem Shop the General Store 
for instructions, maps and permission 
prospect. (There entrance fee for 
the Borgad mine, payable the Gem 
Shop.) asked around for directions 
the mine several places the way, and 
everyone met was helpful, until got 
the site about mile north town and 
discovered from the sign that there the 
locals were pronouncing the name 
path the mine (about mile into the 
woods), with mosquitoes pursuit and 
toads large crickets was never able 
determine which leaping ahead. 
Remember, mile-long hike into the 
woods means you will have carry your 
rock specimens that far your way out. 
Often formation that seems fantastic 
find the mine, and quite 
for its size, can turn out something 
you can well without during the trek 
back the car. (It also wise beware 
falling rocks.) Usually the woods are 
very isolated, and for some reason mines 
always seem exceptionally quiet. The old 
excavations often fill with discolored 
water and, added the abandoned mine 
shacks, the whole situation little 
unnerving. Furthermore, guess should 
never have seen Deliverance, because 
I’m convinced some backwoods 
New Englander, having politely asked 
what I’m doing these parts, will then 
follow into some obscure wooded site, 
club over the snatch 
minerals, worse. But don’t let your 
imagination run away with you. fact;

Brush the dough with 


ple turnovers that can made 
quickly are something everyone 
wants know about. These are 
folded with filo dough the Mid- 
Eastern strudel leaves

For each turnover: 

Courtland other medium- 
sized baking apple; 

tablespoons melted butter; 

tablespoon dry breadcrumbs; 

tablespoon sugar (or more 
taste); 

pinch each grated nutmeg 
and ground cinnamon. 

Unfold the leaves the filo 
dough and, working quickly, 
place them sheet waxed 
paper counter. Cover once 
with two more sheets waxed 
paper (so dough remains un- 
covered) and lay clean, slightly 
damp kitchen towel top. The 
leaves must stay under this cover- 
ing any time you are not actually 
working with them; are 
allowed dry out, they will 
unusable. 

Peel, core, and slice the apple 
into wedges. Gently pull sheet 
dough from the stack filo 
and brush very lightly (using 
pastry brush) with some the 
butter. Sprinkle lightly with 
breadcrumbs and fold half 
lengthwise. the same with 
another sheet and lay the two 
sheets top each other you 


have four layers. Brush the top 
layer lightly with butter. 

(Note: when brushing the 
dough with butter, not 
necessary have every bit the 
surface soaked with drib- 
bling sufficient.) 

Regard the length filo dough 
and imagine divided into six 
triangles. you take one corner 
and fold form triangle 
(as you would fold the flag), the 
triangles are easier picture. Un- 
fold the bottom corner and lay the 
apple slices the filo dough 
they sit the second triangle; 
other words, about third the 
way the filo and mostly the 
righthand side. 

Dot the apple slices with more 
butter; sprinkle them with half 
the sugar and the nutmeg and cin- 
namon. 

Fold the first triangle over the 
apple slices and keep folding one 
triangle over the other until you 
reach the end the strip and the 
apples are completely enclosed. 
(Note: some filo leaves are shorter 
than others, which case you 
might end with four triangles 
instead six.) 

Seal the edge with butter and 
brush some over the top. Sprinkle 
the remaining sugar top, and 
lay the turnover greased bak- 
ing sheet.

little boxes. McDonald’s has 
better idea, because the boxes 
protect food from the inevitable 
sloshing drinks that occurs 
with take-out orders.

The plain burger (35 cents) was 
simple, tender beef patty 
bun ketchup, mustard 
pickle, but little plastic packs 
ketchup were available.

Concussions, whiplash and 
other mysterious maladies

spite the recent decline 
automobile-related deaths attributable 
largely lowered (55 mph) speed limits 
head and neck injuries remain for- 
midable risks for the car-riding public. 
Because that category includes almost 
everybody, most have known 
least one person who has been killed 
hurt accident have been injured 
ourselves. 

For the accident survivor, the shock 
the moment impact and the resulting 
psychological trauma, which may last for 
days weeks, are sufficient reminders 
the vulnerability. For those per- 
manently disabled car accidents, the 
accident is, understandably, the single 
most important fact their lives, affec- 
ting their physical functioning, capacity 
for work, relationships with others, and 
economic status. And for the rest us, 
the cost supporting previously self- 
sufficient hemiplegic paraplegic 
enormous, involving payment many 
professionals and outlays for rehabilita- 
tion and maintenance facilities and equip- 
ment; ultimately, less-than-perfect 
human being may the result all this 
One wonders whether, the 
economic burden were placed auto 
manufacturers those instances 
which poor design was contributing 
factor accidents causing brain damage, 
the national problem might acted 
earlier and more vigorously. 

Automobile accidents are the leading 
cause death Americans between the 
ages one and 34, and most such deaths 
are direct result head injuries. Even 
non-fatal accidents the most common 
problems are injuries the and 


neck. Over half the patients with spinal 
cord lesions resulting paralysis below 
the level the damaged vertebra in- 
curred their injuries motor vehicle ac- 
cidents; percent the victims are 
between the ages and 35. Head in- 
jury the most common cause epilep- 
adults and, Sally Barnett, coor- 
dinator Mass ACTS (Action for Child 
Transportation Safety) points out, more 
than 600,000 people suffered serious 
head injuries result motor vehicle 
accidents 1974, and more than 90,000 
these went develop severe epilep- 
sy. 
spite all the attention given the 
battered-child syndrome parental 
abuse being the usual cause this evil 
pales into insignificance compared the 
head injury problem associated with car 
accidents. One study automobile ac- 
cidents which children were injured 
showed that almost percent the in- 
juries were the head, with percent 
involving the brain. 
child can become projectile collision 
and mph, the impact the child’s 
head against the windshield other in- 
terior part the car can have devastating 
consequences. 

When (as often happens when 
seatbelts are not worn) person ejected 
from car, the head the part the 
body most likely injured, and 
ejection-caused head injuries carry 
fatality rate percent.

worthless. Furthermore, dia- 
zepam (Valium), which said 
have muscle-relaxant properties, 
presents the disadvantage pos- 
sibly altering mood and interfer- 
ing with intellectual functions 
and such skills driving car 
and running machine; also 
can dangerous combination 
with alcohol.

Filters 

Replace the gas and oil filters 
whenever they look dirty. There 
are quite few filters the pol- 
lution control system; shop 
manual will show you where they 
are. Check them regularly. 


Fluid levels and lubrication 
Change your brake fluid every 
two years keep the system 
from getting gummed up. Change 
the rear-axle lubricant and the 
transmission fluid (manual 


automatic) every 12,000 miles. 


Also sure check the levels 
during the year and replenish 
these fluids they are low. 


Steering and suspension 

Periodically check the steering 
and suspension for play. Look for 
loose nuts and bolts they often 
loosen from the vibration nor- 
mal driving. you. travel dirt 
roads lot, check them more of- 
ten. 


_Antifreeze/coolant 


Even you are not running 
into temperature extremes, it’s 
important keep the right pro- 
portions antifreeze/coolant 


water the radiator. The 


reason that antifreeze/coolant 
contains many rust-inhibitors 
and radiator-sealers that keep the 
radiator good shape. 

The system should 
regularly offset 
evaporation every 
two years. When you flush it, 
make sure you don’t just drain 
the radiator flush the whole 
system with hose. Many new 


cars have sealed cooling systems 


which need not topped of- 
ten, and sys- 
will allow you check the 
level without even opening the 
radiator. 


Warming 

There seems much con- 
fusion this point. Many car 
manuals don’t contain word 
about it, but there are lot true 
believers.

Turning characters 
into victims

film director disdains ordinary real- 
ism and narrative convention, he’s 
mystical, unworldly, indifferent so- 
ciety, then will taking the risks that 
earn him reputation for originality. 
also pessimistic and “heavy” tem- 
perament, will probably consi- 
dered profound well. Indeed, our cul- 
ture reserves special status for pessim- 
ism (no matter how unpopular), particu- 
larly when appears medium as- 
the movies. For this reason, Ingmar Berg- 
man’s bad work (such The Silence, 
Cries and Whispers, Face Face) usu- 
ally praised vigorously his good. 


And this the only way can 


stand the young German 
director, Werner Herzog. Certainly some- 
thing odd happening when three 
accomplished critics (Vincent Canby 
the Times, Andrew Sarris the Village 
Voice, Penelope Gilliatt the New York- 
er) praise latest work, Stroszek, 
without telling good about it. 

Herzog’s 1972 film, Aguirre, The 
Wrath God, big hit Cambridge this 
summer, seemed sluggish and mono- 
maniacal me, but looks like

its mood seems impress people aes- 
thetically. (You don’t make many friends 
suggesting that art film

experience art.) Stroszek, at-

Kander and Fred Ebb, responsible for the 
scores and lyrics both shows, owe their 
hard edge Kurt Weill (though their 
music also boasts jazz-based sultri- 
ness), and choreographer/director Fosse 
cribs from Brecht, Meyerhold, even Fel- 
lini. But the recognition that 
decadent dazzle has been conjured before 
does little undermine its efficacy. Chi- 
themes are Brechtian. but peri- 
pheral: political satire takes back seat 
Fosse’s serpentine choreography, even 
Patricia sequins and black 
stockings. The corruption here isn’t really 
ugly, it’s glamorous, and about fright- 
ening roller-coaster ride.

Then confirm it, they 
filled out card and put the 
conveyer belt; seconds later, 
the card reached the dispatcher. 

When the dispatcher got the 
call, would press
